Early School Books. 
The horn book Invented In 1450 and 
used considerably up to the close of 
the eighteenth century was the usual 
textbook of the elementary school. A 
thin slab of hard wood was covered 
with parchment, on which was printed 
the capital and small letters, numerals 
and some elementary syllables and 
words. 

Over this a thin sheet of transpar- 
ent cow'a horn was placed and firmly 
bound so that no moisture could 
trate. To this the Bible and the 
pier on which little girls painfully 
stitched the letters of the alphabet, 
some Godly saying" and a border of 
herring stitch, or tome conventional 
pattern of Impossible flowers and foil- 
Kite and the legpml "Mary Wmifh > her 
sampler," or the like, were about all 
that the children uaed up to the be- 
ginning of the eighteenth century. 



Window Glasa. 
Utility is the mother of nearly all 
decorative features. Windows were 
first designed to give light. The his- 
tory of glass shows that the useful 
has taken decorative prominence. In 
old colonial houaes glass In small 
panes was uaed probably becauae it 
was cheap. The sash was divided by 
small pieces of wood called mulllons. 
After many years glasa came to be 
used In large sixes, and of recent 
years It has been the practice to have 
but a single sheet, often In a very 
large site of plate glass. These are 
permissible only where the view war- 
rants their use. The average bouse 
or cottage Is better without them, as 
they suggest the show window of S 
shop rather than a dwelling. 



Halcyon Days. 
Alcyone, or Halcyone, the daughter 
of Aeolus, married Ceyx. Ceyx was 
drowned and Alcyone, on learning his 
fate, threw herself into the sea. The 
gods were moved by the tragedy of 
the young lovers; they brought them 
back to life In the form of halcyons, 
or klngflahers. and they decreed that 
for the seven daya from December 21 
to December 29 the sea should re- 
main calm while the seablrds built 
their nests upon It.

We 
are permitted to make the following 
extracts from a letter to his parents. 

"i didn't know the States were so 
good until I came to these countries 
Everybody has to be careful what 
he says and a poor man is allowed so 
much money and no more. Once a 
poor man, always a poorman. 

There are three classes of peo 
p!e here, one the poor class 
that never take a wash, one a littl* 
better and another a little better 
still, the lower class has to serve in 
the Navy. The higher classes are 
officers in the various organizations 
and one class has nothing to do with 
the other and the poorer classes can 
look cross eyed at one of the other 
classts and get strung up. Ther 
are three prisons not very far from 
the ship. They look like large forts 
built out in the water. In the bot 
torn (1 iur the water is up to their 
Irlistl and they have to stand in that 
so long each day. 

I was over in St. Petersburg the 
other day. It is a pretty place with 
lots of domes and old buildings I 
wanted to go through the Czar's 
palac I but it was too late. There 
are few sutos, just little carriages 
with large oval shaped yokes over 
the horses necks. The streets are 
made of cobble stones and are very 
rough.

GLASS BOTTOMS FOR SHIPS 



Scheme That, It Is Asserted, Will 
the Speed and Save Coal 
Consumption. 



In 



If ships' bottoms wore covered 
with fllass, it is asserted, greater 
peed and a saving in coal consump- 
tion would be attained. The idea 
has been tried, but hitherto it has al- 
ways been found impracticable to at- 
tach glass to the steel plates of a 
ship, as the expansion of the steel 
broke the glass after a very slight 
rise in temperature. 

After many experiments a compo- 
sition of rosin and linseed oil was 
adopted as the adhesive material and 
the difficulty of the expansion of the 
steel was overcome by the introduc- 
tion of a thin layer of wood pulp un- 
der the glass. A patent has just beeD 
taken out in England covering the 
process. The patentee says that the 
cost of placing the glass plates on 
the sea-covered bottom will not ex- 
ceed that of two coats of paint. 

ICE IN PER8IA. 

The fact that ice is plentiful arid 
cheap makes living in Persia more 
pleasant than it would otherwise be. 
and the fac t that it can be obtained 
at nil is indicative of the ingenuity 
of the people of the country. The 
ground is so porous that water per- 
colates through quickly. There are 
therefore few rivers or lakes from 
which ice can be obtained, and it is 
seldom so cold in any part of Persia 
that III of | thickness suitable for 
packing would form under the direct 
rays of the sun. The Persian ob- 
tains his ice by making a shallow 
pool and building a high wall which 
will protect it from the sun. A thin 
layer of ice will form ; this he floods 
at night with water, and so he goes 
on adding inch to inch until he can 
cut a block of considerable thickness. 



WHEN THE CRANE BROKE. 

An astounding accident occurred 
at Buckie, Banffshire, Scotland, a 
few days ago. A thirty ton steam 
crane, which bad Imvii tim-d at the 
harbor extension works, was swing- 
ing a fifteen-Ion block of concrete 
into position, when it collapsed ow- 
ing to the pivot pinion wheel break- 
ing. The jib was smashed, and the 
crane disappeared into the sea, en- 
gine and all. The engine driver saved 
himself by jumping, and the div- 
ers' boat, with its crew of eight, 
floating alongside, had a narrow es- 
cape, both from the falling mass and, 
from swamping by the wave sent up.

Tjott^r* rrvrivod from Zane Orav 
hbdicated t lint tho author of "The 
IL'ritngpof the IV«f>rt" li«<1 some in- 
feresting experiencea ahead of him. 
His last letter tvafl dated Flagataff. 
Ari/., and ia as follows: "I leave 
here tomorrow for Navajo mountain. 
Then in only one man who knows 
the trail ami his name it Wetherall. 
He lives in the Painted Desert ahout 
200 miles out and his place is the 
ln.it trading post. I have an oid 
timer— in faet, a 'forty-niner,' to 
take ma out to Tuba, Oraibi, Red 
lake and then on to Wetherall'a. 
From there the country is exceeding- 
ly barren and wild. In fact, my 
guide says it ia the wildest country 
left in the United States. Two years 
ago a geological survey man got 
Navajo to take him to this moun- 
tain and thia trip resulted in the dia 
rovery of the wonderful natura 
btUft that the Navajoa worship 
Since then only two or three travel- 
ers have undertaken the journey. So 
I expect a hard but wonderful trip.
